The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday, April 8th in the high 
school library, in honor of National 
Library Week. Librarian Margaret 
Calhoun gave board members an 
overview of some innovative hands 
on educational projects ongoing 
with the high school students.

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
reported to board members on the 
healthy status of the general fund, 
the child nutrition program and 
other financial accounts. He noted 
the school system is $50,000 better 
off than it was at this time last year 

Pearce recommended the board 
hire Julius head as head football 
coach and Physical Education 
teacher, He reported that head has 
27 years experience, 23 of those are 
in Alabama, He comes to Elba trom 
Goshen, in Pike County and will be 
in Elba for the annual spring train- 
ing later this spring. 

The board adopted the recom- 
mended school calendar for the 
1999-2000. school. year. after—the 
superintendent told them the teach- 
ing staff and administration had all 
reviewed this schedule, School will 
begin for students on August 10th, 
1999 and the final day of classes 
for students will be May 17, 2000. 

Assistant Superintendent David 
Stokes presented board members 
with the recommended list of test 
books for Social Studies, Spanish 
and Music for official approval. 

The board approved the list with 
one reservation, After Di, Lance 
Dyess expressed reservations over 
a Sociology and a Psychology text 
book, the board unanimously asked 
that Board member Reverend A. R. 
Williams first read the text books 
before the school purchased either 
of them. If Reverend Williams 
approves either of the books, the 
board approval is automatic.

House Budget Protects All of 
Social Security Surplus 

A historic new budget blueprint 
(H.Con.Res 68) passed the U.S. 
House of Representatives last week. 
It breaks new ground in protecting 
Social Security and Medicare while 
providing more federal money for 
education, veterans, and defense 
needs, This Republican budget also 
finds room to give further tax cuts to 
American families, and makes a 
down payment on the public debt. 

One of the hallmarks of the 
Republican budget resolution is its 
plan to set aside 100 percent of the 
Social Security budget surplus for 
Social Security. This means that 
$1.8 trillion in payroll taxes and 
interest over the next 10 years will 


be locked-away for Social Security 
and, if necessary, for Medicare. 

This strong commitment to sav- 
ing and protecting Social Security 
has already garnered the support the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons (AARP) and 60 Plus. 

In contrast, the Clinton 
Administration's alternative budget 
plan would actually spend $146 bil- 
lion of the Social Security surplus 
over the next five years and pro- 
vides no Social Security reform. 

For America’s veterans, the 
Republican budget resolution pro- 
poses an unprecedented $1.1 billion 
increase in VA health care funding. 
This contrasts sharply with the

month, The per-pound price ut 
Boston butts was also down 15 
cents, While bacon was up 13 cents 
per pound. Overall, pork prices 
dropped 4.3 percent, and beet 
prices dropped 2.3 percent-lead by 
a 14-cent-per-pound decline in the 
price of chuck roast. Meanwhile, 
poultry prices edged back 2 per 
cent. 

Parents gearing up for Easter, 
will be glad to see egg prices have 
fallen 13.9 percent this month to 
just 87 cents a dozen. Low prices 
also prevailed at the produce 
counter where tomatoes were down 
26 cents per pound. 

For consumers, the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s recent 
announcement of the biggest one- 
month reduction in history for the 
basic price of fluid milk should 
mean continued savings at the dairy 
case. This month, prices fell 3.8 
percent, sparked by a 35-cent- per- 
pound savings on butter. Retail 
price cuts, however, are not likely 
to equal the one-third drop in farm 
prices expected to hit the dairy 
industry this summer. 

Regional data from around the 
state show the March market basket 
averaged $34.31 in south Alabama, 
$34.35 in central Alabama, $34.96 
in northwest Alabama and $35.86 
in northeast Alabama.

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Consumer Products Safety Commission 
conducting recall roundup 


For the third year, the U.S 
Consumer Product Safety 
Commission is conducting a recall 
round-up to get hazardous products 
out of people’s homes. Despite 
recall notices and public warnings, 
CPSC has found that many products 
with the potential to seriously injure 
or kill are still being used by con- 
sumers, The Alabama Department 
of Public Health is among the 
groups helping publicize the safety 
campaign on the hazardous prod- 
ucts, In some states, recalled prod 
ucts will be rounded up and brought 
to central locations for disposal. 

“People should do some spring 
cleaning and check their attics and 
other storage areas for old products 
that could be hazardous, “ said CPS 
C Chairman Ann Brown, “We can 
get dangerous products off store

It is clear from all accounts 
that our nation and our state face 
serious challenges in producing 
qualified workers to fill the 
high-skill, high-wage jobs 
which will allow our workers to 
compete in the new economy. 
Among companies which report 
labor shortages, 62 percent 
report a lack of semiskilled 
workers. Fifty percent of manu- 
facturers report shortages of 
unskilled workers. Forty-five 
percent of manufacturers report 
problems attracting adequate 
numbers of machinists, 43 per- 
cent report shortages of engi- 
neers, and 42 percent report 
shortages of technicians and 
electricians. 

Nationally, it is reported that 
approximately 40 percent of 
manufacturers receive fewer 
than five applications for each 
job opening, while 27 percent of 
manufacturers reject more than 
75 percent of job applicants 
because they are unqualified. 
This is a sobering reality in view 
of Peter Drucker’s assessment 
that “America’s sole advantage 
in the global economy is our 
supply of knowledge workers.” 
The continued development of 
the economy of our nation and 
our state hinges on the develop- 
ment of advanced manufactur- 
ing methods and technologies, 
and the application of those 


methods and technologies by a 
well-trained, highly-skilled 
workforce. - - 


Thev@hicte for the training of 
such a workforce in Alabama is 
our system of two-year colleges. 


Already 13 percent of manufac- 
turers indicate that they do not 
even consider hiring job candi- 
dates unless they have a degree 
or have received vocational 


training. Sixty-six percent of 


manufacturers report that two- 
year colleges are their preferred 
external sources for meeting 
their workforce training needs 
Eighty percent of the new jobs 
available over the next decade 
will require a minimum of two- 
years of postsecondary educa- 
tion.

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Being out of shape is as harmful as smoking

Research shows that being physi- 
cally inactive is as harmful to your 
health as smoking cigarettes or 
being obese. While many persons 
are trying to stop smoking and there 
are many diets in the public domain, 
a large number of people aren't will- 
ing to exercise. Part of the reason 
may be the word “exercise”. 
Exercise may seem like work to 
some people; something that is not 
fun, Workouts also can-be time-con- 
suming. It may be hard to find time 
in a busy day to get to a fitness club 
or gym. Thus, for many Americans, 
exercise is viewed as an impractical 
burden that complicates rather than 
helps a lifestyle. 

However, there are other options 
or ways to obtain exercise other than 
spending long hours in the gym. For 


example, brisk walking can promote 
health nearly as much as a vigorous 
workout. This means you can par 

take in physical activity that is less 
demanding and, hopefully, more 
enjoyable and fun, While the recom- 
mendation is still that you get 30 
minutes daily of moderate physical 
activity that involves moving your 
whole body, these minutes can be 
obtained in different ways. Try some 
of the following tips on fitting exer 

cise into your busy day. Commit 
Yourself You owe it to yourself and 
your family to stay healthy 

Committing to daily physical activi 

ty is an important step in this 
process. Physical activity needs to 
become a lifestyle priority. 

Set Goals. Set short-term and 
long-term goals. A short-term goal 
could be starting from scratch and 
adding a minute a day to your exer 
cise program. A long-term goal 


could be using exercise to help 
maintain lost weight or lowering 
your blood pressure. Break It Up 
We now know that exercise does not 
have to be structured or performed 
all at one time to obtain health ben 
efits. Busy people can get signifi 
cant benefits when they exercise in 
bits and pieces throughout the day 
Thus, a five-minute walk during a 
morning break, at lunch and in the 
afternoon would put you halfway to 
the 30-minute daily total. Plan 
Ahead, On busy days when you 
know time is short plan to set aside 
some time for exercise. For exam 
ple, you could use the thirty-minute 
break between afternoon appoint- 
ments to take a 15-20 minute walk 
outside around your place of work. 
If the weather is bad, walk inside or 
just, walk in place. This does not 
require much time or space. Keep 
walking shoes and necessary cloth- 


Homes should be designed with 
wheelchair accessible bathrooms

It happens more that we realize a 
person is seriously injured or con- 
fined to a wheel chair following a 
serious illness but is unable to return 
home for several weeks because 
there is no bathroom accessible to 
them. Every home needs one bath- 
room that is wheelchair accessible. 

When building or remodeling, 
regardless of age, plan one bath that 
will accommodate an injured or 
handicapped person. Here are some 
design tips for making bathrooms 
wheelchair accessible. 

The central floor space should be 
a minimum of 5 feet by 5 feet. At 
least 18 inches of clear space should 


be provided on one side of the toilet; 
3 feet is preferable. Depending on 
the circumstances, you may prefer 
that the bathroom door opens out 
from, rather than into, the bathroom. 

Grab bars on the walls around the 
tub, shower and toilet can help those 
in a wheelchair or even those who 
are unsteady on their feet. Bars 
should be placed at a height of 32 to 
38 inches. Reinforcements should 
be placed in the wall to accommo- 
date grab bars. If you think grab 
bars make the bathroom look too 
institutional, you can now find them 
in colors to match the room decor. 
Any protrusion from the wall should 
be secure enough to hold about 250 
pounds in case a panicked person 


reaches out to grab it. 

Bathroom sinks that are open 
underneath are easier for seated per- 
sons to use. Pedestal sinks, wall- 
hung sinks and sinks built into a 
cabinet that is open underneath like 
a Vanity are some suggestions. 

If a stall shower is to be used, the 
floor surface should be continuous 
into the shower stall. A shower seat 
can aid those who are unsteady on 
their feet. Water controls should be 
low enough for a seated person to 
easily reach. However, a hand-held 
shower is the most convenient. And 
again, reinforcements should be 
placed in the wall for the installation 
of vertical grab bars. 


Keep foods chilled to avoid bacteria growth

After being out in chilly weather, 
coming into a warm, cozy home for 
a hot meal is comforting. But warm 
temperatures are comfortable for 
bacteria as well, and leftovers 
should not be left out under condi- 
tions where bacteria can grow and 
cause foodborne illness. The safest 
place for leftovers - winter, spring, 
summer or fall - is in the refrigerator 
where they can “chill out”. 

Foodborne bacteria grow rapidly 
when food is left out on the counter. 
Room temperatures fall in the 
“Danger Zone,” between 40F and 
140F, where bacteria grow rapidly. 
It is estimated as many as 9,000 
deaths and 6.5 to 33 million illness- 
es yearly are directly linked to food- 
borne pathogens. Many of these ill- 
nesses are caused by foods left out 
at room temperature. 

“CHILL: refrigerate promptly” is 
one of the four principles of the 
Fight BAC! Campaign, a public-pri- 
vate partnership of industry, con- 
sumer groups , and government, 
including the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture’s (USDA) Food Safety 
and Inspection Service (FSIS). 

The reason chilling food is so 
important is cold temperatures keep 
harmful bacteria from growing. 


It’s time for the million 
dollar fruit again

It is almost strawberry time 
again. They are appearing in the 
grocery stores now. That means 
spring is definitely here. 

The strawberry has been labeled 
as our million dollar fruit. Millions 
of dollars of strawberries are mar- 
keted every year. They are used for 
preserves, jams, candy, drinks, ice 
creams, and sauces, They add much 
color and flavor to any meal, 

Freezing Strawberries 

Use fully ripe, firm berries with a 
deep red color, Discard any that are 
immature or defective. Wash straw- 
berries carefully and drain well. 
Remove caps and stems. Leave 
berries whole, crush, or slice. 

Syrup Pack: Prepare a 50% 
syrup of 4 3/4 cups of sugar and 4 
cups of cold water, Pack berries 
into containers and cover with cold 
syrup, leaving a headspace of 1/2 
inch for pint freezer bags and | 
inch for quart bags. Place crumpled 
paper on top to hold fruit under 
syrup. Fasten lids securely and 
freeze. 


Most bacteria and other pathogens 
grow very slowly, if at all, at refrig- 
erator temperatures. Freezing will 
stop growth, but does not destroy 
bacteria. When ingested on food, 
they or their toxic by-products can 
cause foodborne illness. Pathogenic 
bacteria can grow in just about any 
food, but prefer meat, poultry, 
seafood, eggs and dairy products, as 
well as vegetables such as beans, 
grains, and other low-acid foods. 
To survive and reproduce, bacte- 
ria need time and the right condi- 
tions: food, moisture and a warm 
temperature. Most pathogens grow 
rapidly at temperatures above 40F. 
The ideal temperature for bacterial 
growth is between OF and I40F. 
Some bacteria can double their 
numbers every 20 minutes at tem- 
peratures above 40F. In 2 hours, 
these bacteria can become so great 
in number they may cause an illness 
or for in toxins that cause illness. 
Pathogenic bacteria can be found 
on raw meat and poultry products. If 
these foods are refrigerated, most of 
the pathogens do not reproduce, and 
those that do, grow slowly. They 
will be destroyed when the product 
is cooked. If raw products are left 
out at warmer temperatures, these 
pathogens can produce a heat-stable 
toxin that might not be destroyed by

Pathogenic bacteria do not gener- 
ally affect the taste, smell or appear- 
ance of a food. You often cannot tell 
a food has been mishandled or is 
dangerous to eat. For example, food 
that has been left too long on the 
counter may be dangerous to eat, 
but could smell and look fine. If a 
food has been left in the “Danger 
Zone” for more than 2 hours, dis- 
card it, even though it may look and 
smell good. Never taste a food to 
see if it is spoiled. 

Cold temperatures (below 40F) 
can significantly slow down bacter- 
ial growth, but only heat (above 
140F) can destroy bacteria. 

How to Chill Cooked Foods to 
Keep Them Safe 

Stir soups and stews to speed the 
release of heat. 

*Divide cooked foods into shal- 
low containers for rapid cooling. 

°A large cut of meat or whole 
poultry should be divided into 
smaller pieces and wrapped sepa- 
rately or place in shallow containers 
before refrigerating. 

*Cover containers and refrigerate 
within 2 hours. 

*Store in the refrigerator and use 
within 4 days, or freeze and use 
within 2 to 3 months for best flavor 
and moistness.

BOARD APPROVES 


3 1999-2000 SCHOOL CALENDAR 


County BOE replacing portables

The monthly meeting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
was a little late in getting started last 
Thursday but with the late arrival of 
a fourth member a quorum was met 
and the rather lengthy meeting 
began. 

Getting started on a positive note, 
the board recognized five foster 
grandparents who are part of a pro- 
gram that assists student and teach- 
ers at Project Independence located 
in New Brockton, The grandparents 
were commended by the board for 
the work they do and were present- 
ed a plaque in recognition for the 
invaluable service they provide. 

Those individuals honored were 
as follows: Gladys Barefoot, Lena 
Farris, Wallace Belcher, Leo 
Henderson, and William Herring. 
Mrs. Farris has been a part of the 
program for more than 17 years. 

In the absence of the school archi 
tect, Bill Wallace, County School 
Superintendent Rodger Bowden 
gave the board an update on plans to 
replace the portable classrooms in 
the county system with permanent 
structures. 

He told board members that all 
surveys (architectural and engineer- 
ing) had been completed and that 
some good news was that the septic 
tanks and field lines will pose no 
problem to the construction of 
classrooms on the Zion Chapel and 
New Brockton campuses. The only 
remaining test to be performed is 
soil testing at the proposed con- 
struction sites. 

Bowden said that $992,000 had 
been released to the county by the 
state from the bond issue passed by 
the state legislature in 1998 to be 
used to fund the building project. 
He commented that Coffee County 
received the full amount asked for 
Which was partially due to the fact 
that it would be funding all new 
facilities and not in repairing exist- 
ing classrooms. 

Several other school systems 
throughout the state had been 
approved to receive only a percent- 
age (about 25 percent) of what they 
had asked for. 

The plans for the 12 classrooms - 
six at Zion Chapel Elementary and 
six at New Brockton Elementary - 
will be finalized and hopefully con- 
struction will begin in the very near 
future. Bowden hopes to have chil- 
dren in the new classrooms by next 
Spring. 

Bowden shared with board mein- 
bers a letter he hod received from 
the Alabama Nati \al Guard con- 
cerning the proposed construction 


of a new baseball ‘ield at Zion 
Chapel. 
There were several questions 


about the requirements (such as pro- 
viding liability insurance, fuel, 
equipment repair, etc.) set forth in 


the letter that would have to be sat 


isfied before the ‘site preparation — 


could be done by guardsmen during 
summer camp. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, it was decided to table the mat- 
ter until the final plans for the field’s 
construction were received from the 
county engineer. At that time, fur- 
ther discussion, and a decision as to 
what course of action the board will 
take on the baseball field will be 
made. 

In presenting the suggested 
school calendar for 1999-2000, Dr. 
Linda Ingram reported on a recent 
survey of the modified school cal- 
endar presently being used by the 
school system. The survey was con- 
ducted in all three schools in the 
system with questionnaires being 
filled out by students, teachers and 
parents. 

“Overwhelmingly, it appears that 
the people like the modified calen- 
dar used this past year,” said Dr. 
Ingram. 

She gave the board a brief synop- 
sis of the survey results (1405 
responses were received). 

The percentages of those favoring 
the modified calendar ranged from 
91 plus to 96 plus percent. Parents 
returning the questionnaires favored 
continuing the modified plan into 
the next school term by 90.58 per- 
cent. Students (grades 9 through 12) 
followed their parents’ lead with 
90.98 percent stamp of approval. 
Faculty members favor the new cal- 
endar to the tune of 96.73 percent. 

Dr. Ingram shared some of the 
comments (recommendation and 
comments concerning the modified 
calendar were asked for) made on 
the survey sheets. They were as fol- 
lows: “My child has remained inter- 
ested in school,” “It works out bet- 
ter for me as a single parent,” and “I 
feel that the two weeks for spring 
break is superb - who ever thought 
that up should be commended.” 

One of Dr. Ingram’s concerns 
with the new calendar was that the 
shortened summer break would pre- 
sent a problem to students seeking 
or holding a summer job; however, 
according to the survey, this has not 
or will not cause any significant 
problems. 

A shorter Christmas break has 
been suggested but to do so would 
effect spring break in an adverse 
manner. Ingram explained the shift 
would cause the county’s spring 
break to not coincide with other 
schools. 

Board members asked Dr. Ingram 
and Supt. Bowden what affect the 
modified calendar had had on disci- 
pline, test scores and attendance if 
any. 

oth Ingram and Bowden agreed 
that it was too early to tell what 
impact it had had in these areas; 
however, information and data is 
being complied in order to make

The board adopted the 1999-2000 
modified school calendar with only 
a few minor changes from this 
year’s calendar. 

Tom Moates, county school sys 
tem’s textbook coordinator, gave a 
report and recommendation to the 
board from the textbook committee 

He said members of the commit 
tee have been studying samples ot 
textbooks for social studies, 
language and music 
November of last year. 

Moates commented that the state 
educational department’s goal is to 
change textbooks or get new books 
at least every six years, and in most 
cases in less time than that 

He said that the entire social stud 
ies curriculum, K thru 12, 
completely revamped from the pre 
sent one. 

Financially, the county is in good 
shape to purchase new textbooks for 
the students Moates reported 

“In 1998-99 the state allotment 
was $108,000 plus,” he said, “We 
spent $64,000 of that leaving us a 
balance of $46,000 plus which is 
real good.” 

He told board members that the 
textbook allotment per child ts 
$52.50 which means the system, 
with a projected enrollment of 2,068 
students in 1999-2000, will receive 
$108,615.15 in addition to the 
$46,000 reserve 

After reviewing the textbook 
committee's report and hearing 
Moates’ comments the board adopt 
ed the recommended textbooks 

The board adjourned with next 
month’s meeting scheduled tor 
Thursday, May 13, 1999, in the con 
ference room located in the Central 
Office in Elba
